the United States and Canada. 

Eiiith Wynne Matthison (Mrs. 
Kennedy) and Margaret Gage, 
who achieved her first London 
succe.ss in “The Cha.stening,” will 
appear with Dr. Kennedy in 
Sierra Madre under the sponsor¬ 
ship of the Angelus Guild of the 
Church of the Ascension. 

Dr. Kennedy had already c.stab- 
lished himself with his famous 
play "The Servant in the House” 
when he presented “The Chasten¬ 


ing” in London in June, 1924, 
When the I-,ord Chamberlain re. 
fused to license the play as being 
"too near the life of Christ” a 
critical storm aro.se in the press. 
George Bernard Shaw, who later 
called the production “A rmgnifi- 
ceent play, magnificently acted,” 
declared the censor's ban to be “a 
horiiblc scandal.” But the Lfjrd 
Chamberlain, himself, as well as 
memlx-rs of the royal household 
attended the first performance 
when the play finally opened and 
later, by permission of the Bishop 
of London, the play was present¬ 
ed at St. Paul’s Church and even¬ 
tually was acclaimed throughout 
the English-speaking world. 

Dr. Kennedy siys “The Ch.as- 
tening” is a play to unify all 
creeds; it claims the love of every 
religion Catholic, Protestant, He¬ 
brew, Secularist. 

There will be an offering but 
no admis.sion charge for the per. 
formance.

' In order to work out our com¬ 
mon destiny we should have equal 
opportunities, with freedom for 
everyone to choose where he wiP 
work and what he will do,” Lieut 
Commander Joseph W. Storm, 
U.S.N., retired, told the Kiwanis 
Club at its Tuesday luncheon 
.neeting during a brief address on 
the subject, "Keeping America 
American.” 

“C)ne of the characteristic fea. 
ture.s of American life,” he said, 
"is the working out of our com- 
.noon destiny, under the discipline 
•jf enlightened .self-interest and 
moral respon.sibilities. 

“Under our sy.stem, a man is 
•ncouriged to improve himself in 
the hope of reward for himself 
,ind a higher condition of life for 
'.he community of which he is a 
part. 

" One way to keep these fea¬ 
tures of American life,” states 
'. mator ’.Valter George of Geor¬ 
gia, “is to prevent bureaucracy 
from killing the creative power, 
energy and fighting spirit of our 
people. Wo must strip Govern¬ 
ment of the power of managing’, 
and confine it to the functions of 
Government. We must take away 
from the people the false belief 
that piolitical .security is to be 
pref(“rred above freedom as we 
have known it the inalienable 
right of the individual, a.s a re¬ 
sponsible moral being. The task 
before us is to return the Govern¬ 
ment to the people, set their en¬ 
ergies free, build a stronger and 
better America; the kind of a 
country your boys and mine wish 
to find here when they come 
home.’ 

"Ho-.v can we return the Gov¬ 
ernment to the people and keep 
.America .American? We can do 
so by the exercise of our rights 
and duties of citizenship, through 
the ballot and by public opinion. 

“.As Abraham Line In declared, 
‘with public sentiment, nothing 
can fail; without it. nothing can 
Slice.’ed.' 

"All wGe leaders have studied 
public opinion carefully, or have 
helped formulate public opinion, 
before making decisions affecting 
the people. These men know pub- 
lie auitiment i.s the very founda¬ 
tion .'f democracy.”

EDUCATOR TELLS WHAT IS 
RIGHT ABOUT SCHOOL 
SYSTEM OF THE STATE 


Approximately 200 parents and 
friends greeted Arthur F. Corey, 
executive secretary of the Califor¬ 
nia Teachers’ Association, who 
spoke at the fathers’ night P.T.A. 
meeting in the grammar school 
auditorium last 'Thursday night. 

“It is good for us to criticize 
the weak points of our school sys¬ 
tem, but let us not forget to give 
praise where praise is due educa¬ 
tion," Mr. Corey began when he 
had been Intrixluced by Supt. 
Henry Korsmeier. 

"When a people as a nation 
pay two and three billion dollars 
a year for public education, they 
have a right to criticize its faults. 
Teachers, more than anyone else, 
are aware that most of the things 
found wrong with the schools arc 
wrong with the homes! 

“Before considering ‘What is 
Right with Education,’ let u.s look 
at some of the things that are 
wrong with education that are 
not so familiar to the lay public, 
especially in California. 

"There are In the United States 
this year 400,000 teachers getting 
less than $100 a month; 80,000 
getting less than $600 a year, and 
10,000 te.achers earning le.ss than 
$300 for a year’s work! One 
teacher out ol four is new to his 
position: one position in 10 is 
‘vacant;’ 

“But let us now think about 
what is right about education in 
our own Cillfornia. From the 
Oregon line through California to 
the Mexican border, toilay the 
best-looking and most efficient 
building is the school, where your 
children are reasonably .safe and 
lire likely to bo healthier than 
they would be at home. This Is 
the first thing that is right about 
California schools. 

“Secondly, our schools are rea¬ 
sonably universal. Whereas in 


cannot get to high school on a 
bus. 

“Third, California schools are 
reasonably practical. Apart from 
the regular scholastic subjects, 
one has such items to choose 
from as sewing, cooking, manual 
arts, health, public speaking, fam- 
iily manigemcnt, first aid, child 
care, elementary economics, polit¬ 
ical science, typing, bookkeeping, 
biisine.ss machines; even civilian 
defense! 

“B.’iication today is realizing 
more and more that one’s person- 
ality and char-icter and capacity 
to live wholesome, happy lives, 
develops in large measure 
through the cultural and oxpres-, 
sive arts and crafLs, which e<lu. 
cate the 'inner' individual. Ask 
any parent the question. 'What 
do you wish for your child?' and 
he will tell you first, ‘Happiness 
and a full life.’ 

“Without neglecting the three 
'r’s' and the scientific approach 
to learning, education is trying to 
builii n democratic citizenship, 
whole.sonie and free expression 
and con.stnictive thinking. 

’’Continue your criticisms; some 
go'xl is bound to come of them; 
but when you see something 
worthy in education, be just as 
ready to applaud it.”

NEW POSTAL RATES EFFECTIVE 
MARCH 26 INCREASE COSTS 
ALL ALONG THE LINE 


New postal rates will go into 
effect next Sunday, March 26. 
I’atron.s of the local post office 
will find the increased charges 
being made Monday morning. 

Letters for local delivery will 
be 3 cents per ounce or fraction, 
the same as on out-of-town mail, 
the rate on which has not been 
changed. 

Air mail sent to or by the 
armed forces of the United State.'; 
ovreseas will continue at 6 cents 
per half-ounce, but all other air 
mail that is now 6 cents per 
ounce or fraction will be 8 cents. 
An 8-cent air mail stamp is be. 
ing prepared for use at the new 
rate. 

Parcel post rates are increased 
three per cent, fractions of one- 
half cent or over being computed 
as 1 cent. For instance, one 
pound to Los Angeles, now 8 
cents, will be 9 cents, and to 
the Eastern states, one pound, 
no'Y 15 cents, will be 16 cents. 
There will be a corresponding in¬ 


crease on books, now 3 cents per 
pound. 

Money order fees are increased 
too. For amounts to $2.50, the 
fee will be 10 cents, instead of 
6 cents, with corresponding in 
crea.ses on amounts up to the 
maximum. .$100, for which the fee 
will be 37 cents, instead of 22 
cents. 

The minimum fee on registered 
mall is increased from 15 to 20 
cents. F’oes on greater amounts 
of indemnity are raised, also. 

Parcel post insurance fees are 
increased from 15 cent.s to 20 
cents for insurance up to $5, and 
substantial incrca.ses are made in 
fees for amnunts to $200, the 
maximum insurance given. 

Senders' return receipts for reg. 
istovred and Insured mail will be 
4 cent.s, instead of 3 cents. 

C.O.D. charges on mall of the 
third and fourth classes are 
doubled.

Whether it is more 
economical to employ more help 
and buy more equipment to haul 
the stuff away and eliminate the 
burning of it in lots and yards, 
is a question.
